The Air Mate- 
riel Command’s mission is to provide the 
logistical sup- 
port for the Air 
Force. It pro- 
cures, supplies 
and maintains 
all materiel pe- 
culiar to the Air 
Force. It con- 
ducts or super- 
vises necessary 
research on and 
development of 
the areonautical 
materiel, asso- 
ciated equip- 
ment, accesso- 
ries and supplies 
required by the 
Air Force as well 
as such other materiel as may be allo- 
cated to the Air Force for research and 
development. In addition it provides for 
the technical training for its own Com- 
mand personnel. 

The magnitude, complexity, and geo- 
graphical distribution of the operations 
of the Air Materiel Command are equal 
to those of some of the world’s largest 
businesses. While a business organization 
can analyze its profit or loss and deter- 
mine whether for all practical purposes 
the company has operated efficiently, the 
AMC does not have such an easy task. 
Yet through an accurate appraisal of the 
cost incurred in carrying out the Com- 
mand’s responsibilities, operations can 
be effectively controlled, achievement 
can be measured, and the efficiency of the 
Command can be steadily increased. Con-

maintained over all AMC activities in or- 
der to insure that the Command’s mis- 
Sion is accomplished efficiently and eco- 
nomically. This, in essence, is the Comp- 
troller’s responsibility in the Air Mate- 
riel Command. 

The goal of the Comptroller is the 
achievement of economy and efficiency. 
He provides top executives of the Com- 
mand with the information necessary for 
Planning, control and other management 
Purposes. At the same time he provides 
the operating elements with detailed data 
regarding their activities, pointing the 
direction toward achieving higher stand- 
ards of productivity and reducing operat- 
Ing costs. 

The Comptroller must view every prob- 
lem presented from the perspective of 
the future planner and also from the 
viewpoint of essentials for current man- 
agement control. He must maintain con- 
tinuous cognizance of the AMC programs 
and operations, and must make appro- 
priate recommendations to effect efficient 
and economical utilization of AMC re-

Study School Needs 


Two Congressional subcommittees of 
the House Education and Labor Commit- 
tee have been busy recently seeking data 
for the formulation of legislation to help 
public schools in communities near mili- 
tary and other government installations. 

Hearings already have been held in De- 
troit, Dayton, Louisville, Atlanta, Jack- 
sonville, and Charleston. Evidence gath- 
ered has shown that temporary school fa- 
cilities provided near permanent posts and 
stations are hopelessly inadequate. Legis- 
lation already enacted (the Lanham and 
Weir Acts) will not relieve these needs, 
the Congressmen have been told, so that 
permanent legislation affording Federal 
help to these local communities will be 
necessary if service children are to get 
proper schooling. 

Witnesses have testified that military 
and other governmental personnel have 
complicated the problem in the vicinity 
of government installations; land has 
been purchased and thus removed from 
the local tax-rolls; there is no taxable 
wealth in the environs of the installa- 
tions, and, therefore, local towns have 
not been able to provide adequate build-

A new plan for professional examina- 
tion of Naval officers for promotion has 
been adopted by the Navy. 

The new provisions, to replace an in- 
terim plan now in use, have been promul- 
gated by the Bureau of Naval Personnel 
and will become effective for commis- 
sioned officers on promotion lists dated 
on or after 1 Jan. Examinations of offi- 
cers covered by the Bureau of Medicine 
and Survery will not be effected. 

Naval Reserve officers will not have to 
take the promotional examinations, but 
will be required to complete correspond- 


ence courses in order to qualify profes- | 


sionally for promotion. 

Under the interim plan, which was in 
operation during calendar 1949, Regular 
Navy officers were examined on Admin- 
istration and Military Law, Naval Re- 
serve officers were promoted on their 
records and qualifications. 

The new system divides the qualifica- 
tions for all categories of Regular Navy 
officers into three general major areas: 
executive, operations and technical.

Push New Housing 
Plan for Quarters 


In the program for development of proj- 
ects for housing for families of Service 
personnel at or near military installations 
in Continental United States, the Depart- 
ment of Defense has coordinated 61 proj- 
ects to provide 23,896 dwelling units. 

Nearly all of these projects are being 
developed under the terms of the Wherry 
Act passed by the last session of Congress, 
under which private contractors are en- 
couraged to construct such housing for 
rental to Service families, with mortgage" 
insurance provided by the Government. 
Included in the program as developed to 
date are 33 projects for the Army to pro- 
vide 10,755 dwelling units, 3 projects for 
the Navy to provide 690 units, and 25 proj- 
ects for the Air Force to provide 12,451 
units. 

However, thus far construction work 
has actually begun on only two projects. 
One of these will provide apartments at 
Fort Knox, Ky., for 1,000 Army families. 
The other will provide quarters for 198 
Air Force families at Great Falls, Mont. 

While plans for other projects for the 
three Services are going forward rapidly 
it is unlikely that any additional actual 
construction will be begun until new leg- 
islation has been enacted. Under the 
Wherry Act control over the proposed 
housing by military authorities would be 
somewhat complicated and it is felt that 
the situation should be simplified through 
a measure to be introduced at the session 
of Congress which convenes next month. 
This does not mean abandonment of the 
program initiated under the Wherry Act, 
but an adjustment to make it more work- 
able. 

The Department of Defense has sub- 
mitted to the Bureau of the Budget a pro- 
posed law which would authorize long- 
term leases by the Government of new 
and existing housing at or near military 
reservations, the cost to be defrayed by 
funds now set aside for payment of allow- 
ances to military personnel for rental of 
quarters. 

It is proposed by the government to 
lease for 35 years housing projects, such 
as apartment houses, in the vicinity of 
military reservations at a cost not to ex- 
ceed a million dollars per month, with an 
option to purchase the properties. The 
Government in turn would rent the quar- 
ters to military and civilian personnel 
serving at the installations affected. 

The proposed Act, if approved, would 
provide a means whereby an additional 
10,000 sets of quarters could be provided, 
without additional expense over that now 
involved in the payment of authorized 
rental allowances to personnel not occu- 
pying Government quarters. The proposal 
would provide an attractive investment 
opportunity for builders of such projects 
as the long-term lease would assure them 
against loss over a considerable period. 

The Housing Commission recently ap- 
pointed by Defense Secretary Louis John- 
son is studying all aspects of the serious 


| housing shortages prevalent at or near 


military posts of the three Services. The 
Commission will submit its report, to- 
gether with concrete recommendations.

Here 
much of the research on frostbite at high 
altitudes, survival and air-rescue prob- 


and Welfare reported this week that the 
Department of Defense’s Information 
and Education Program is “comprehen- 
sive and of high quality” but that it is 
not being adequately carried out in the 
field. 

The report said that the E. & I. pro- 
gram in the Army is the best of the 
three services, while ,the Air Force is 
spotty and the Navy appears to have 
“little realization at the higher levels” 
of the need for E. & I. 

The Commission recommended that a 
weekly “information hour” be made com- 
pulsory on all posts and ships and that 
better trained personnel conduct the 
program. 


Study School Needs 
(Continued from First Page) 
ings and teaching staffs; schools at many 
posts and stations have been equally in- 
adequate and have had to fall back upon 
the cooperation of more or less distant 
out-of-post facilities not universally re- 
munerated out of government-appropri- 
ated funds. 

However, the subcommittee reports 
that there has been complete cooperation 
everywhere between local Boards of Ed- 
ucation and military and government of- 
ficials. Recommendations based on sub- 
committee hearings and on replies to 
questionnaires are to be made to the full 
committee early in the approaching ses- 
sion of Congress.

Defense and in the planning, control and 
administration of the Naval Establish- 
ment. All officers, whether line or staff, 
restricted or unrestricted, will be exam- 
ined in various degrees in this category. 

The knowledge of professional subjects 
essential to the efficient day-to-day oper- 
ation and management of activities ap- 
propriate to the various officer grades and 
classifications will be covered by the Op- 
erations category. The content of this ex- 
amination area will be differentiated for 
the Line and the several staff corps, with 
possible further differentiation of content 
for the various fields of specialization. 

Technical 

Covers the knowledge of the profes- 
sional subjects essential to the efficient 
performance of duties characteristically 
assigned to the officers of the specific 
classification. 

Exempted from the examinations are 
captains selected for the grade of rear 
admiral, who will be examined on their 
records only, and temporary officers, USN 
(T), who are not subject to professional 
examinations. 

Officers taking a formal course of in- 
struction, six weeks or more in length, 
may at their own request have their ex- 
aminations postponed for one or two SIx- 
month examination periods. Student offi- 
cers taking a two or three-year technical 
postgraduate course at the time they are 
due for promotion will be examined in 
the executive area only. 

Officers holding or who held a spot pro- 
motion are not exempt from the pre- 
scribed examinations for regular promo- 
tion to the spotted or intermediate grade. 
Women officers will be examined gener- 
ally the same as male officers, with cer- 
tain modifications. 





“Respectable Strength” 


Stephen T. Early, Deputy Secretary of 
Defense, speaking in the Harlan Fiske 
Stone Memorial Lectures last week at 
Amherst College, declared: 

“Our goal for peace and security 
through strength is not for an overpower- 
ing, aggressive strength to foist ourselves 
upon other peoples, but an imposing re- 
spectable strength that will discourage 
others from attempting to impose their 
will upon us, a strength not to wage war 
but to keep out of war, a strength that 
we never before had in the peacetime 
history of our country.” 

Mr. Early said that “It has taken us a 
long time to realize that our ability to 
protect our freedom depends so much 
upon our military strength. We have 
come to realize this fact with reluctance, 
after two World Wars. We preached iso- 
lation. We deliberately failed to provide 
adequate defenses. We tried disarma- 
ment. But none of these policies kept us 
out of war.” 





Exeess Rentals 


Personnel of Chanute Air Force Base, 
Ill. have been advised to check with the 
United States Office of the Housing Ex- 
pediter in Champaign, Ill. to determine 
if they who live in communities surround- 
ing the base are paying excess rentals. 

Recently an airman assigned to the 
base took his case to the federal office 
and the agency ruled that the $115.00 
rental charge was far in excess of the 
ceiling established for the residence. The 
landlord owner was ordered to reduce 
the rent to $55.00 per month and rebate 
the lessee, retroactive from 27 July, 1949. 

In many localities rent ceilings have 
been lifted by government decree, but iu 
areas such as those which house military 
installations the rent control measures 
are still in force. 
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Medical Promotions 


Four hundred and fifty-five officers of 
the Medical Department of the Regular 
Army were approved by the President 
this week for promotion to lieutenant 
colonel, major and captain. 

The officers designated for advance- 
ment were chosen by the Medical Depart- 
ment Selection Board. In making its rec- 
ommendations, the Board passed over 12 
officers for the first time and only one, 
a first lieutenant of the Medical Service 
Corps, for the second time. 

Included among those considered for 
selection were 98 officers of the Army 
Nurse Corps and 12 of the Women’s 
Medical Service Corps. Of these, 40 
nurses and two members of the Women’s 
Medical Service Corps were designated 
for promotion. However, since the mem- 
bers of these two branches are non- 
promotion list officers those not recom- 
mended for advancement are not consid- 
ered deferred officers. 

The Board considered 87 majors of the 
Medical Corps for promotion to lieuten- 
ant colonel and recommended the ad- 
vancement of 85, passing over two for 
the first time. Twenty-six Medical Corps 
captains were considered for promotion 
to major and all were selected. The 
Board considered 136 first lieutenants of 
the Medical Corps for promotion to cap- 
tain and selected 134, passing over two 
for the first time. 

Twenty-six Dental Corps majors were 
considered by the Board for promotion 
to lieutenant colonel and 10 captains for 
advancement to major and selected all 
of them. Eight captains of the Veterinary 
Corps were considered and all 8 were 
recommended for promotion to major. 

Twenty majors of the Medical Service 
Corps were considered and 18 recom- 
mended for promotion to lieutenant 
colonel, 2 being passed over for the first 
time. The Board considered 58 captains 
of this corps for promotion to major, and 
recommended 52, passing over six for the 
first time. For captain in the Medical 
Service Corps the Board considered 59 
first lieutenants, and recommended the 
promotion of 54, deferring 4 for the first 
time, and one for the second time. The 
officer who was twice passed over will be 
separated from the Service. 

For lieutenant colonel of the Army 
Nurse Corps the Board considered 44 
majors and selected 15. For major in this 
corps the Board considered 54 captains 
and recommended the promotion of 25. 
Twelve captains of the Women’s Medical 
Service Corps were considered by the 
S3oard for promotion to major, but only 
two were selected.

Adm. Conolly to USNA 


Admiral Richard M. Conolly, USN, com- 
mander of U.S. Naval Forces in the East 
Atlantic and Mediterranean, will take 
over as superintendent of the U. S. Naval 
Academy early next year, the Depart- 
ment announced this week.

Retired Pay 


The Department of the Army has 
issued an information pamphlet explain- 
ing the method of computing retired pay 
under the new Career Compensation Act. 
The booklet contains tables showing the 
amounts to be paid officers and enlisted 
personnel of the retired list in the various 
grades in accordance with length of serv- 
ice, or percentage of disability. 

It explains the methods of computation 
prescribed by the new law for those now 
retired and those to be retired hereafter. 
It outlines the provisions under which 
retired pay may be increased to that of 
the highest temporary rank satisfactorily 
held, and explains the savings provisions 
which protect retired personnel from any 
loss of compensation which might other- 
wise result from the application of the 
new law. 

The booklet also announces the exten- 
sion of commissary and post exchange 
privileges to non-regular retired person- 
nel and to unremarried widows of Serv- 
ice personnel. It states that until new 
regulations are promulgated by the 
President, medical care and hospitaliza- 
tion will continue as provided under 
current policies. 

The text of the booklet, other than the 
pay tables, follows: 

I. Members Heretofore Retired for Other 
Than Physical Disability 

1. Members of the Army heretofore retired 
for reasons other than for physical disability 
and members of the Army Nurse Corps here- 
tofore retired under the act of 13 May 1926, 
are entitled to receive retired pay, in the 
amount whichever is the greater, computed 
by one of the following methods: 

a. The monthly retired pay in the amount 
authorized for such members and former 
members by provisions of law in effect on 
the day immediately preceding the date of 
enactment of the Career Compensation Act 
of 1949 or 

b. Monthly retired (or equivalent) pay 
equal to 2% per cent of the monthly basic 
pay of the highest federally recognized per- 
manent or temporary grade held satisfactor- 
ily, as determined by the Secretary of the 
Army, and to which the member would be 
entitled if serving on active duty in such 
grade or rating multiplied by the number 
of years of active service creditable to him. 

Enlisted persons of the Regular Army who 
have been placed, prior to 1 October 1949, 
on the retired list of the Regular Army 
must complete 30 years of service, to include 
the sum of their active service and their 
service on the retired list, before they become 
entitled to have their retired pay computed 
on the basis of the highest officer or warrant 
officer grade held by them. 

2. Enlisted persons or warrant officers who 
served in World War I, heretofore or here- 
after retired, shall be advanced on the retired 
list to the highest federally recognized officer 
grade satisfactorily held for any period of 
service between 6 April 1917, and 11 Novem- 
ber 1918, with the pay of the higher grade. 

3. Retired enlisted persons or warrant offi- 
cers, heretofore or hereafter advanced to a 
higher officer rank or grade may upon appli- 
cation within 1 year from the effective date 
of the act, or within 1 year after date of ad- 
vancement, be restored to their former en- 
listed or warrant officer status and receive 
retired pay based on such status, and shall 
thereafter be deemed warrant officers or en- 
listed men for all purposes. 

4. In no case shall retired pay exceed 75 
per cent of the monthly basic pay upon which 
the computation is based. 

5. The pay rates of this act are extended 
to reservists granted retired pay pursuant to 
Title III, Army and Air Force Vitalization 
and Retirement Equalization Act of 1948. 

II. Members or Former Members Hereto- 
fore Retired or Granted or Entitled to Re- 
ceive Retirement Pay by Reason of Physical 
Disability 

6. Title IV of this act completely revises the 
present physical disability retirement laws 
Under former retirement laws there was no 
relationship between degree of disability and 
amount of retirement pay. Persons retired 
for physical disability, in all cases, received 
75 per cent of their base pay plus longevity. 
This title makes uniform the treatment to 
be accorded officers and enlisted men and es- 
tablishes the principle of fixing retirement 
pay in accordance with the degree of disa- 
bility or the number of years of service cred- 
itable for retirement purposes at the option 
of the person retired. 

7. Pursuant to the provisions of this act

The decision to re- 
open the War College came as a result of 
the recommendations of the Army Board 
on the Army Educational System for Offi- 
cers, of which Lt. Gen. Manton S. Eddy 
is Chairman. 

Pending the selection of a permanent 
site the 1950-1951 course at the College 
will be given at Fort Leavenworth, with 
an enrollment of 100 senior officers. The 
course, of approximately 10 months, will

tions, including Army Groups, Theatres of 
Operation, Field Armies, as well as those 
of staff assignments at the headquarters 
of the Department of the Army. 

The Army War College was authorized 
by an Act of Congress passed in 1900, on 
the recommendation of Secretary of War 
Elihu Root, who took a great personal 
interest in the establishment and develop- 
ment of the college. 

The work of the college in training offi- 
cers for high command proved especially 
valuable during World War II, when most 
commanders of major units of the Amer- 
ican Army, and some of those of the 
Navy, were graduates of the school. Few 
of them had an opportunity in peacetime 
to exercise command of units larger than 
a battalion or a regiment, but the theoret- 
ical training they had received at the 
War College was so practical that they 
were able to execute the increased re- 
sponsibilities imposed by the war with 
outstanding success. 

In 1946 the Army War College became 
the National War College, with students 
selected from the Army, Navy and Air 
Force and from the State Department. 
That necessitated a major chance in cur- 
riculum which left the Army without a 
school for training officers for command 
and staff assignments with Field Armies, 
Army Groups, Theater Headquarters and 
comparable organizations. The re-estab- 
lishment of the Army War College will 
fill this gap in the educational system. 





Gen. Devers Aids Safety 


General Jacob L. Devers, who recently 
retired from active duty while serving as 
Chief of the Army Field Forces, has been 
appointed managing director of the Traf- 
fic Safety Foundation of The American 
Automobile Association.

“In all the overseas theaters I found a 
high level of surgical care, comparable to 
that in our best civil hospitals,” Col. 

Bowers, MC, chief of the Sur- 
gical Consultants Division, Army Surgeon 
General’s Office, reports in the December 
issue of the Bulletin of the U. 8. Army 
Medical Department. Reviewing his visits 
during the past year to all of the hospitals 
in Panama, the European Command, the 
mid-Pacific, and the Far East, Colonel 
Bowers says that his opinion was verified 
by “100 or more civilian consultants, all 
of whom have praised the professional 
work being done.” 

Among the reasons for this develop- 
ment, Colonel Bowers cites especially “the 
sharp rise in board-certified specialists in 
the Army, mostly as fruit of the residency 
training program, as a result of which 
it has been possible to send a sufficient 
number overseas.” A total of 68 qualified 
or board-certified specialists is now as- 
signed overseas, with 21 each in the Far 
East and Europe, 12 in the mid-Pacific, 
and 14 in Panama, the Army Surgeon 
says. The situation is expected to con- 
tinue to improve on the basis of 515 resi- 
dents now in training in 16 specialties in 
Army hospitals alone, according to Colo- 
nel Bowers’ figures. 

Colonel Bowers reports also that the in- 
cidence and severity of diseases have de- 
creased so noticeably that the National 
Research Council was asked to express 
an opinion as to the reason, and to deter- 
mine whether or not this was likely to be 
a permanent trend. The Army doctor be- 
lieves that the reduction in case load will 
continue, largely because of better pre- 
ventive medicine, improved professional 
care, and the greater use of various anti- 
bietics.

Rules On Pay 


The Comptroller General has made a 
series of rulings on a number of intricate 
questions arising in connection with the 
administration of the new Career Com- 
pensation Act. Most of the matters de- 
cided pertain to the saving in total com- 
pensation provided by the Act for en- 
listed personnel in receipt of family 
allowances. 

It was held that a member of the Serv- 
ices could continue to receive increaséd 
allowances to which he was previously 
entitled by reason of the dependency of 
parents, not actually living with him. 

The Comptroller also decided that the 
savings clause applicable to those whose 
current enlistment was prior to 1 July 
1946, did not apply to periods of exten- 
sion for those who extended their enlist- 
ments subsequent to that date. Such ex- 
tensions, the Comptroller said, did not 
constitute enlistments or reenlistments 
prior to 1 July 1946, within the meaning 
of the new Act. 

In case of a promotion which does not 
bring the compensation under the new 
Act up to that received with family 
allowances under previous laws the en- 
listed man would continue to draw the 
pay and allowances he was receiving on 
30 Sept. 1949, and would not be entitled 
to any increase by reason of his 
promotion. However, if the promotion 
takes him out of the status covered by 
the savings clause his family allowances 
would cease at the end of the month in 
which the change of status occurred. 

The Comptroller General ruled that 
nothing in the new Act would prevent 
the exercise by an enlisted man of his 
option to terminate payment of family 
allowances to dependent parents, broth- 
ers or sisters at any time. Continuation 
of family allowances carries with it au- 
thority to waive recovery of overpay- 
ments to dependents, but only for the 
period of the saved-pay status. There is 
no authority to waive recovery of pay- 
ments made after they should legally 
stop. 

While the government’s contribution to 
family allowance is included, in certain 
instances, in the computation of total 
compensation it was ruled that there is 
no basis to regard such contribution as 
subject to deduction for absences with- 
out leave, stoppages or checkages. 

In a particularly controvérsial question 
the Comptroller General ruled that if a 
member of the Services was in a non-pay 
status on 30 Sept. 1949, due, for example, 
to unauthorized absence for more than 
24 hours, he would not thereby be de- 
prived of the benefits of the savings pro- 
vision, solely because of his being in a 
non-pay status on a particular day. 

The Comptroller General ruled that in 
case a member in a flight status on 30 
Sept. 1949, but not in receipt of flying 
.pay for September, but who under exist- 
ing law could make up the flight require- 
ments the following month, he would be 
entitled to include the flying pay in the 
total compensation covered by the sav- 
ings provision. 

The Career Compensation Act provides 
that in the determination of total com- 
pensation of enlisted personnel drawing 
family allowances, the value of quarters 
furnished to dependents will be deducted 
from the amount covered by the savings 
Provision of the Act. Regulations have 
been issued providing that a standard de- 
duction of $45 will be made in the cases 
of enlisted men of Grades E-1, E-2, E-3, 
and those of E-4 with less than seven 
years service, in the event the dependents 
are actually occupying government quar- 
ters. If such quarters are occupied by 
enlisted personnel, but not by their fami- 
lies no deduction is required.

Sarnoff took place during a 2-hour and 
15-minute program, starting at 5:15 p.m. 
which was telecast from Carnegie Hall, 
New York, by the National Broadcasting 
Company and featured participation’ by 
world leaders and prominent musical ar- 
tists. 


Upon receiving the citation, General 
Sarnoff described the award as a “gen- 
erous commentary and kind recognition 
... directed more to a principle than to 
a man.” He said: “I had the privilege 
of discussing this principle on several oc- 
casions with President Roosevelt, Presi- 
dent Truman, Secretaries of State Hull 
and Marshall, and with other high offi- 
cials of our Government. It was gratify- 
ing to see the creation of an international 
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broadcasting service that disseminates in- 
formation to the rest of the world and 
that is now known as the ‘Voice of Amer 
ica.’ 

“Shortly after the United Nations was 
organized, I presented to Mr. Trygve Lie 
and other ranking officers of the UN, a 
plan for international broadcasting that 
would be known as the ‘Voice of U.N,’ 
And it is encouraging to observe the 
steady growth of your broadcasting serv- 
ice. 

“May these Voices continue to be heard 
over an ever-widening circle and bring 
hope to an anxious world.”

EL SEGUNDO PLANT OF 
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Stress Anti-Sub Warfare 


The Navy placed additional emphasis 
on its growing anti-submarine warfare 
plans this week by commissioning a new 
“killer” destroyer and awarding a pro- 
duction contract for a new “rough-water” 
seaplane. 

The destroyer, one of the latest hunter- 
killer types, was commissioned at Norfolk 
Naval Shipyard, Portsmouth, Va., on 15 
Dec. It carries the latest armament and 
detection devices for fighting snorkel 
submarines. 

Award of an initial production contract 
for the “rough-water” seaplane was made 
to the Glenn L. Martin Company, Balti- 
more, The unnamed flying boat, desig- 
nated P5M-1, will be designed primarily 
for anti-submarine warfare.. 

Named USS Carpenter, in. honor of 
Navy Lt. Comdr. Donald M. Carpenter, 
the hunter-killer ship is the second of the 
new type to be placed in commission 
within a period of six weeks. A sister ship, 
the USS Robert A. Owens, was commis- 
sioned at Boston last month. 

The Navy said that the two DDKs will 
Be evaluated in exercises against new, 
high-speed snorkel submarines to deter- 
mine their advantages and limitations be- 
fore plans are completed for additional 
hunter-killer destroyers. 

The 2,400-ton hunter-killers have the 
game general dimensions as standard de- 
stroyers now operating with the fleet: 
Iength, 390 feet; beam, 40 feet; maximum 
draft amidships, 13 feet. They are de 
signed for speeds in excess of 30 knots. 

Launched on 28 Dec. 1945 at Orange, 
Tex., the Carpenter was christened by 
Mrs. Donald M. Carpenter of Coronado, 
Calif., widow of the Navy officer in whose 
honor the ship was named. The vessel 
was subsequently towed to Newport 
News, Va., where her completion was held 
up pending the development of the latest 
armament and detection devices for fight- 
ing submarines. 

Rear Adm. R. O. Davis, Commandant 
of the Fifth Naval District, accepted the 
ship on behalf of the Navy Department 
from N. L. Rawlings, assistant general 
manager of the Newport News Shipbuild- 
Ing and Drydock Company. Admiral 
Davis then read the commissioning direc- 
tive and ordered Comdr. J. B. Grady, of 
Clinton, Ohio, to place the vessel in 
Commission and take command. 

The anti-sub seaplane, featuring a long 
“afterbody” for improved landing and 
take-off performance in heavy seas, will 
carry the latest electronic equipment for 
submarine detection, including a promi- 
nent bow radar scanner. 

An extended planing surface for take- 
offs and landings will be provided by the 
long afterbody, which also eliminates the 
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conventional seaplane “step,” or sharp 
break about midway in the lower fuse- 
lage. The design resulted from a long 
series of tests with models im the towing 
tank of the Stevens Institute of Tech- 
nology, Hoboken, N. J. 

Being built to succeed the Martin PBM 
Mariner, veteran World War [I seaplane 
which it resembles somewhat in appear- 
ance, the P5M-1 has gull wings like the 
Mariner and a single, tall vertical stabil- 
izer in place of the older plane’s twin 
rudders. It carries a crew of seven, and 
will be powered by two Wright 3,350 
engines. 

In addition to its improved hydrody- 
namic characteristics, the new seaplane 
has been designed with other prerequi- 
sites for anti-submarine warfare, includ- 
ing unusual strength in the hull, wing, 
tail, power plant, and wing tip floats. 

A full-size experimental model of the 
P5M-1 was previously constructed to per- 
mit tests and evaluation of the new type 
seaplane hull before the plane was placed 
in production. The model is now at the 
Naval Air Test Center, Patuxent, Md.

Academy, Annapolis, Md. He relieves 
Capt. Rollo N. Norgaard, USN, who was 
detached late in July and reported to 
Oslo, Norway at U. S. Naval Attache.

Equipment of both activities have been 
moved into a new six-story processing 
shop. The new consolidated plant will 
produce all recruiting posters, pamphlets, 
circulars, and other recruiting materials 
used by the Navy.

Strengthen Pacific Fleet 

Two Atlantic Fleet vessels will be 
shifted to the Pacific within the next few 
weeks in a move which the Navy said 
was made “to equalize cruiser division 
strength of the two fleets.” 

Transfer of the two ships, the cruisers 
Juneau and Rochester, will give each 
fleet three cruiser divisions. Two ships 
now normally make up a cruiser division. 

As Cruiser Division Five, the Juneau 
and Rochester will be based at Long 
Beach, Calif. The Juneau, an antiaircraft 
cruiser now based at Norfolk, Va., is 
scheduled to sail for the West Coast on 
29 Dec. She had been scheduled originally 
for inactivation this month, along with 76 
other Navy vessels. The Rochester, a 
heavy cruiser presently based at New- 
port, R. L, is to depart on 5 Jan. 

The two cruiser divisions now assigned 
to the Pacific Fleet are: Division One, 
composed of the Manchester and St. Paul, 
and Division Three, composed of the 
Helena and Toledo. 

The three cruiser divisions remaining 
in the Atlantic are: Division Two, Roa- 
noke and Newport News; Division Four, 
Salem and Worcester, and Division Six, 
Albany and Des Moines. A seventh Atlan- 
tic Fleet cruiser, the. Columbus, which re- 
cently completed 14 months’ duty in Eu- 
ropean waters, is assigned as permanent 
flagship of the Commander in Chief, East- 
ern Atlantic and Mediterranean. She re- 
turned to New York this week and will 
proceed to Boston for a major overhaul. 
The Columbus is scheduled to return to 
the European area on completion of her 
overhaul.

EFENSE Secretary Louis Johnson has 

urged Congress to provide necessary 

funds for the organization and training 
of the U. S. Coast Guard Reserve. 

In a recent letter to Rep. Dewey Short 
(R-Mo.), of the House Armed Services 
Committee, Mr. Johnson said that he had 
directed the Civilian Components Policy 
Board to look into the Coast Guard Re- 
serve and determine in coordination with 
the Treasury Department and the De- 
partment of the Navy what action is re- 
quired to adequately prepare the Reserve 
for its wartime mission under the Navy. 

He explained that Capt. C. A. Ander- 
son, Chief of the USCG Reserve Division, 
had appeared before the Civilian Compo- 
nents Board and confirmed the informal 
advices which the Board had previously 
received from both the Coast Guard and 
the Navy and that the only thing required 
in order to get the Coast Guard Reserve 
program actively under way was the ap- 
propriation by Congress to the Treasury 
Department of the necessary funds for 
that purpose. Such an item was included 
ih the Treasury Appropriation Bill for 
Fiscal 1950, but was deleted prior to en- 
actment. 

Secretary Johnson said: “It seems ap- 
parent that the Coast Guard Reserve is 
an integral part of our reserve forces and 
that the necessary funds for its organ- 
ization ‘and training should be provided 
to the Treasury Department by the next 
session of Congress.”

Navy to Release Big Planes 


The Navy’s two biggest planes, the 
giant Lockheed Constitutions, are being 
offered for lease due to a reduced budget 
which, the Navy said, will “not permit 
the continued operation of the planes.” 

The two aircraft, each of which weighs 
92 tons and carries 180 passengers, have 
been used by the Navy on coast-to-coast 
cargo and passenger runs. They are now 
in operation on special flights out of Mof- 
fett Field, Calif. 

Bids on the huge planes are being re- 
quested by the Navy’s Bureau of Aero- 
nautics which has sent requests for a five- 
year lease to scheduled airlines and the 
larger non-scheduled airlines. 

In making the announcement, the De- 
partment of Defense said that “the Mili- 
tary Air Transport Service does not have 
requirements for this type of airplane at 
the present time.” It indicated that sev- 
eral airlines have already “expressed in- 
terest” in the two planes. 

If the planes cannot be leased, the an- 
nouncement said, they will be stored at 
the Navy’s plane-storage base, Litchfield 
Park, Arizona. 

The first of the two sound-proofed, two- 
decked craft made its maiden flight in 
September 1946. It was designed for rapid 
transport of personnel and high priority 
cargo across long ocean expanses. Both 
ships have a range of more than 5,000 
miles. 





Wave Graduates in Electronics 


The first Wave ever to graduate from a 
Navy Electronics Technician School fin- 
ished the 42-week course on 2 Dec. in the 
Service School Command of the Naval 
Training Center, Great Lakes, Ill. She is 
Mary Hadley, electronics technician sea- 
man, of 156 Reynolds St., Rochester, N. Y.

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Navy Promotion List 


President Truman on 15 Dec. denied 
widely published reports that he had 
altered the recommendations of a Navy 
selection board. 


Both the press and Pentagon rumors 
had indicated that the President removed 
the name of Capt. Arleigh A. Burke, 
former “OP-23” head, from a list of cap- 
tains recommended for promotion to Rear 
Admiral. 


At Key West, Fla., where he is com- 
pleting his vacation, Mr. Truman told re- 
porters that he had received the list in 
question, but that he had not changed it 
in any way. 

He said that the list was controversial, 
but declined to elaborate. The delay in 
approving the promotions—normally con- 
sidered a “routine” matter—was occa- 
sioned, he said, because he was not yet 
ready to act on the report. 

Secretary of the Navy Matthews told 
the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL that the de- 
liberations of all Flag Officers’ Selection 
boards “by long established custom in the 
Navy” are confidential and secret, and 
that their report remains secret until re- 
leased by the President. He said that “all 
procedures in the handlfng of the report 
of the Board are also confidential and 
secret.” For that redson, he said, he re- 
gretted that he was “unable to comment 
upon any published stories concerning the 
deliberations of the Board, its handling 
of the report or its decision.” 

The list, which was turned over to Navy 
Secretary Matthews over two weeks ago, 
and held for the perusal of Defense Secre- 
tary Johnson on his return from Europe, 
was delivered to the vacationing Presi- 
dent at Key West, Fla., the first week in 
December. 

Captains Arleigh A. Burke, Fred P. 
Trapnell, and Ira Hudsen Nunn, all of 
whom were below the promotion zone, 
were reportedly selected by the board, 
headed by Vice Adm. Harry W. Hill, but 
not favorably considered by the President 
or other higher authority. 

Captains Trapnell (192 names down the 
list), and Nunn (400 below the junior in 
the selection zone) were reportedly re- 
moved from the original list. 
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Captains Harold A. Houser, Legislative 
Officer for the Seeretary of Defense, only 
42 names below the zone; and Thomas B. 
Williamson, Naval Aide to Secretary 
Johnson, whose name is nine below that 
of Captain Burke, are rumored to have 
been marked for inclusion after the 
deletions. 

Last year, the board dipped 183 names 
below the current zone to promote Rear 
Adm. Robert L. Dennison, Naval Aide to 
President Truman. 4 

Reaction in the House and Senate 
Armed Services Committees was that an 
investigation might result if the reports 
proved to be true. Rep. Leslie C. Arends 
(R.-Il.), of the House committee, said 
that his committee “should certainly look 
into the matter” and that he believed it 
would. He recalled that “all Navy officers 
who presented their views in the recent 
controversy or who had a part in prepar- 
ing the Navy’s case were promised that 
there would be no reprisals.” 

Rep. W. Sterling Cole (R-N.Y.), said 
that the action was “a terrible thing from 
the standpoint of the security of the 
country.” 

Thirty-nine captains were in the promo- 
tion zone. In addition, the board was per- 
mitted to consider all Line captains, ex- 
cept those serving under temporary ap- 
pointments of limited duration, who will 
have three years’ service in grade by the 
end of next June, computed from their 
date of rank. The Navy also said that “no 
restriction was placed on the selection 
board in making its selections in the 
grades below captain.” 

In addition to the Senior Member, Vice 
Adm. Harry W. Hill, others on the board 
to select Line officers were: Vice Adm. 
Felix B. Stump, Commander, Air Force, 
Atlantic Fleet; and Rear Admirals Daniel 
E. Barbey, Allan R. McCann, John H. 
Cassady, Harold M. Martin, Roscoe F. 
Good, Charles B. Momsen, and Felix L. 
Johnson. 
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Sees Atom Attack by Sea 


Maj. Gen. Hugh J. Knerr, USAF-Ret., 
believes that if Russia decides to attack 
the United States with her atom bombs 
the initial attack will come by sea and 
not by air as popularly supposed. 

Developing this idea in an article in the 
December issue of “Nation’s Business,” 
General Knerr said, “Russia has an im- 
measurable atomic advantage in the fact 
that we have six great port cities with 
enclosed harbors while she has none. All 
the important Russian cities are far in 
the interior and must be attacked by air, 
while we have a Panama Canal and six 
great _cities—Boston, New Yérk, Balti- 
more, Norfolk, Seattle and San Francisco 
—whose enclosed harbors make them the 
world’s most perfect atomic targets and 
the simplest to attack.” 

However our attack on Russia must be 
by air, General Knerr declared. “The 
Navy minority,” he said, “sought to base 
our means: for the retaliatory blow on 
supercarriers. The Government rejected 
this plan for several sound reasons which 
would be more apparent to the public if 
the Navy would release the Bikini report. 
The most obvious objection to the super- 
carrier is that in an atomic war it would 
stand little chance of ever leaving a har- 
bor.” 





Air Force Medicos 


Two hundred selected civilian interns 
will be commissioned in the Air’ Force 
Reserve as first lieutenants on active 
duty, with full pay and allowances. Eli- 
gible to receive such commissions are 
physicians to be graduated from approved 
medical colleges between 1 Jan. and 1 
July 1950 and who are to begin intern- 
ships between those dates at approved ci- 
vilian hospitals. 

Medical officers so commissioned will 
serve two years of active duty at Air 
Force installations for each year of in- 
ternship. Information concerning the pro- 
gram may be secured from deans of med- 
ical schools or from the Officers’ Procure- 
ment Branch, Office of Surgeon General, 
U. S. Air Force, Washington, D. C. 
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Air Force Housing 

The Air Force has issued regulations 
establishing policies and procedures ap- 
plicable to arrangements for new housing 
constructed for rental to military person- 
ne! at sites on or near Air Force installa- 
tions, under the provisions of Section VIII 
of the National Housing Act. 

The new regulations provide that the 
sponsor of any proposed housing project 
for Air Force families should submit a 
clearly defined schedule of rents and a 
statement of intent with reference to the 
construction, maintenance and operation 
of the project. The installation affected 
must be designated as a permanent part 
of the Military Establishment, and must 
have a substantial net deficiency in 
housing. 

To determine requirements a survey of 
available public and private quarters at. 
or near an Air Force Base will be made. 
The maximum number of new housing 
units to be normally authorized for an 
individual installation under the National 
Housing Act will not exceed fifty per cent 
of the net housing deficiency. 

Fifty per cent of the quarters to be 
constructed would be three-bedroom, 
thirty per cent two-bedroom and twenty 
per cent two-bedroom. Where the need 
can be justified a maximum of ten per 
cent in the three-bedroom category may 
be made four-bedroom units. At least one 
airmen’s unit will be provided for each 
officers’ unit, but a higher proportion is 
regarded as desirable. 

The type of construction for the pro- 
posed new quarters will not fall below the 
minimum standards of the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration and every effort will 
be made to exceed these standards. Archi- 
tecture will conform generally to that of 
the base and the area in which the devel- 
opment is located. Multiple dwelling units, 
as well as individual houses, will be con- 
sidered. If local public or private utilities 
are not available consideration will be 
given to securing such services from the 
Air Base. 

After the construction is completed, the 
sponsor is responsible for collecting rents 
and operating the property in such a 
manner as to provide satisfactory living 
accommodations for the occupants. Mili- 
tary and civilian personnel on duty at an 
Air Base will be given priority in the 
rental of such quarters. However, if the 
installation commander fails to designate 
tenants for the quarters within 30 days 
after written notice that the units are 
available, the sponsor may rent them to 
others than base personnel. 





Flight Nurses 

Brig. Gen. William H. Powell, jr., Di- 
rector of Professional Services, Office of 
The Surgeon General, U.S. Air Force, was 
principal speaker at the graduation on 8 
Dec. of Class 49B of the Flight: Nurses 
Course at the School of Aviation Medi- 
cine, Randolph Air Force Base, Tex. 

General Powell outlined the greater im- 
portance and responsibilities of the Flight 
Nurse due to the recent expansion of air 
evacuation by the Military Air Transport 
Service. 

“The life and future usefulness of pa- 
tients depends upon how quickly you rec- 
ognize conditions and how quickly you 
act, utilizing and applying the knowledge 
you have learned. You, the Flight Nurse, 
are solely responsible for the care of the 
lives in your hands while aloft,” General 
Powell said. 

General Powell greeted the Navy 
Nurses who were among the graduates, 
and told them that their presence repre- 
sented the spirit of unification expressed 
at its best. 

Included among the graduates were 10 
Navy Nurses and 5 Medical Service Corps 
officers, in addition to the Air Force 
Nurses. 

The Medical Service Corps officers are 
to command Air Evacuation Squadrons. 
They were enrolled in the course in order 
to give them a better understanding of 
the problems encountered in accomplish- 
ment of evacuation of patients by air. It 
is the first time such officers have taken 
part in the Flight Nurse’s Course.

sources. At the same time he must as- 
semble and evaluate all operational sta- 
tistics and cost information necessary for 
the effective operation and the efficient 
management of the AMC. 

Comptroller activities of the Air Mate- 
riel Command are centered at Hq AMC 
located at Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base, Dayton, Ohio and are augmented 
by field organizations at the various AMC 
installations. The Comptroller’s Depart- 
ment at Hq AMC is composed of five maj- 
or elements: the Cost Control and Analy- 
sis Office, the Budget and Fiscal Division, 
the Organization and Manning Division, 
the Statistical Services Division, and the 
Finance Division. Briefly, the functions 
of each of these elements are as follows: 

The Cost Control and Analysis Office 
develops, analyzes, adapts, and approves 
basic standards, measurements, and ac- 
counting systems, and conducts business- 
management surveys for evaluating the 
efficiency of the Command's utilization of 
its resources. It evaluates and interprets 
statistical and cost data for presentation 
in terms of Command efficiency. It also 
develops and maintains, for the Comp- 
troller, graphic and tabular presentations 
to show the status of Command opera- 
tions. 

The Budget and Fiscal Division admin- 
isters and controls the AMC fiscal pro- 
gram, including the compilation and sup- 
port of Command budget estimates and 
the control and administration of the ap- 
proved Command budget program. 

The Organization and Manning Divi- 
sion integrates over-all Command organi- 
zation and procedures, distributes man- 
power authorizations, and recommends 
the assignment of major functions to dis- 
charge the Command mission most effi- 
ciently. 

The Statistical Services Division pro- 
vides the AMC with statistical reporting 
services. It maintains and operates the 
Comptroller reporting system within the 
Command and prepares and issues re- 
quired statistical tabulations and cost 
information. 

The Finance Division maintains ad- 
ministrative control over the receipt and 
disbursement of, and the financial ac- 
counting for, all appropriated funds avail- 
able to the Command. It also serves as 
technical adviser on all finance matters. 

One important step in carrying out the 
Comptroller’s responsibilities has been 
the revision of the AMC Cost Account- 
ing System so that it would better pro- 
vide supervisors at all echelons through- 
out the Command with the management 
data necessary for analytical, planning 
and control purposes. 

This revision, which is in the 
nature of a refinement of our pres- 
ent Cost Accounting System, has been 
aimed at tying in the Accounting 
System more closely with the budget so 
that we can show in greater detail how 
our resources have been expended budg- 
et-wise and in carrying out each of our 
functions, and so that budget estimates 
might be developed and supported on the 
basis of a firmer foundation rooted in 
data provided by the Cost Accounting 
System. This is in accord with the recom- 
mendations of the Hoover Commission 
on Organization of the Executive Branch 
of the Government. In addition, the Cost 
Accounting System is being revised so 
that it will provide data from which im- 
proved planning factors can be developed 
for forecasting the AMC’s resources re- 
quirements (for funds, personnel, etc.). 
The revision will also provide data for 
the establishment of better standards for 
the measurement of the efficiency and 
the effectiveness with which the AMC 
performs its mission and functions. 

To summarize, it is the work of the 
Comptroller to utilize business-manage- 
ment principles to secure the twin ob- 
jectives of economy and efficiency. This 
must be done, not only because the gov- 
ernment has entrusted the AMC with 
large sums of money which must be spent 
efficiently so that the public will get full 
value for the money expended, but also 
because the national security of the 








United States is dependent in large par 
on how well the job of logistical support 
of the United States Air Force is per. 
formed.

OVE RCOAT, New Style, Ready-to- 
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Survey of Navy Views 


Representative W. Sterling Cole (R- 
NY) this week made public the replies 
(with the names deleted) received in his 
survey of flag and general officers of the 
Navy and Marine Corps. 

Mr. Cole’s message to each such officer 
read: “In strict confidence please advise 
if you are in accord with views expressed 
by Admiral Denfeld before Armed Serv- 
ices Committee.” Mr. Cole reported that 
170 of the 308 flag and general officers re- 
plied. He classified the replies as follows: 
117 affirmative, 26 non-committal and 27 
“regulations prohibit reply.” 

The Congressman, who is also an of- 
ficer of the Naval Reserve, sent each 
member of the House Armed Services 
Committee a mimeograph copy of, the 
replies totalling approximately 32,000 
words. With it he sent a letter in which 
he said: 

“The enclosure points up the most basic 
problems that underlie our entire hearings on 
unification and strategy. As I see them, they 


are: 

“1, Is any finding of strategy by majority 
vote of the Joint Chiefs of Staff and approved 
by the Secretary of Defense to be sacrosanct 
and considered untouchable by the Congress? 

"2. Is our master strategy to be developed 
by imposing the comparatively uninformed 
conclusions of two branches of the Service 
upon the views of the highly professionalized, 
specialized skills and training of another 
branch of the Service? . 

“3. Are two Services to be enabled, in the 
name of unification, to determine what wea- 
pons a third Service shall develop, in ad- 
vance of mass procurement of such weapons? 

“4, Is the Congress to abdicate to the De- 
partment of Defense all discretion over the 
allocation and expenditure of funds appropri- 
ated to the military departments? 

“5. Is the Congress quietly and. supinely 
to acquiesce in the punishment of a witness 
for having given frank and honest testimony 
before a Congressional Committee that does 
not happen to coincide with the views of 
his superiors, military or civilian? 

“6. Is our Committee willing to permit the 
term ‘civilian control’ to be prostituted to a 
meaning or practice that only the civilians 
in the Department of Defense—to the exclu- 
sion of the Congress—shall determine nation- 
al defense policy in this country?” 


Affirmative Replies 


An examination of the 117 replies in 
the “affirmative” category reveals many 
very strong endorsements of the views of 
the former chief of Naval Operations. 
There was frequent use of such expres- 
sions as “most emphatically endorse,” 
“approve 100 per cent,” etc. A few de- 
plored his relief as Chief of Operations, 
and one said that he was “astounded” 
that Admiral Sherman would accept the 
Position under the circumstances. A num- 
ber also added endorsements of Admiral 
Radford’s statement. 

About 15 approved “in general” or “in 
the main.” Eleven others refrained from 
giving complete approval on the basis 
that they were not familiar with what 
went on in the Joint Chiefs of Staff. Ten 
specifically withheld approval of Admiral 
Denfeld’s endorsement of the views of the 
naval witnesses who had preceded him, 
adding such expressions as “I cannot 
conscientiously go along with a few of 
the statements made by certain other of- 
ficers who testified.” Two said that they 
did not believe the Navy had any busi- 
hess in the B-36 controversy. 

Seven, apparently Marine Corps Gen- 
erals, confined their replies to approval of 
General Cates’ statement or of those por- 
tions of Admiral Denfeld’s statement per- 
taining to the Marine Corps, while six 
— jointly approved Denfeld and

I know that responsible officers in 
the Navy are wholeheartedly in favor of 
proper unification. The old expression 
loyalty must exist down as well as up 
applies here and once we féel that our 
role is understood and given proper con- 


sideration, misunderstanding and suspi- 


cion will automatically vanish.” 

One commenting that he believed all 
the testimony was “honestly and sincere- 
ly given,” added that: “I must say also 
that I am old fashioned enough to believe 
that I should refrain from airing my per- 
sonal views on such vital military-naval 
strategical questions unless directed or 
invited to do so by my military superiors, 
or a committee of Congress. To do other- 
wise now would be to participate in the 
ultimate weakening of that discipline 
which is the heart and soul of any body 
of fighting men.” 

Non-Committal 

The 26 replies classified as “non-com- 
mittal” included a number who said that 
they had been a long time at sea or that 
their regular duties kept them too busy 
to follow the testimony closely. One said, 
“In view of the appointment of Admiral 
Sherman as Chief of Naval Operations, 
I feel the matter is closed and do not de- 
sire to make any comment.” A few said 
that they were Medical officers and did 
not feel qualified to comment. Some, too, 
like some in the affirmative category, 
agreed in part and refrained from agree- 
ing with other parts. 

One agreed with Admiral Denfeld’s 
comments on morale but added that “J 
believe, however, that the inadequate 
pay of the officers and men also contrib- 
uted much to the detriment of Navy 
Morale.” 

One said, “To be brutally frank, I am 
convinced that a great deal of the Navy’s 
difficulties could have been prevented by 
a stronger and more aggressive Chief of 
Naval Operations. Furthermore, I be- 
lieve that the Navy is at a distinct dis- 
advantage in the present defense setup 
and will probably continue to be until 
Army and Air Force thinking can be di- 
vorced by joint education and indoctrina- 
tion methods.” 

Another said he found that the refer- 
ences to the B-36 were incompatible with 
the remainder of the program. “The type 
of plane the Air Force proposes to use 
for its mission of strategic bombing,” he 
said, “is a matter to be decided by the 
Air Force, subject to the findings of the 
Weapons Evaluation Group under the 
Secretary of Defense. It is not properly 
the concern of the Navy. Likewise it was 
no concern of either ‘the Army or the Air 
Force whether or not the Navy built the, 
so-called ‘super-carrier’.” 

One merely said: “I am in hearty ac- 
cord with the broad principles of the 1947 
Security Act as written.” 

Rep. Cole’s Comments 

In his letter to members of the Com- 
mittee, Representative Cole stated: 

“After your examination of the enclosure, 
I know you will agree with me that the in- 
formation it contains is very pertinent to our 
hearings and the nature of the report to be 
made by the Committee. 

“T had this purpose in mind in obtaining 
this compilation of views. It was to ascertain 
whether or not the observations received by 
the Committee represent 4 minority view of 
a disgruntled element in the Navy, or wheth- 
er those views are shared by the high com- 
mand of the entire fleet. I think this is now 
particularly significant in view of the sum- 
mary relief of Admiral Denfeld two weeks 
after his testimony before our Committee. 

“‘In view of the very great preponderance 
of Navy support for the views the former 
Chief of Naval Operations presented to our 
Committee, his expression of those views 
would appear to have been a duty on his part 
to the Committee; in fact, I think you will 
agree that he would have earned our severe 
censure had he not expressed such views, for 
they are-sharéd, very evidently, by almost 
all leaders of the United States Navy. 

“The enclosure makes it positive that the 
concepts given our Committee by Navy wit- 
nesses are based on personal convictions de- 
rived from long and skilled professional ex- 
perience in the art of naval war. It is 
incorrect, unfair, and misleading and playing 
fast and loose with our national defense to 
dismiss them as simply ‘sniping at unifica- 
tion,’ or ‘disloyalty,’ or an unwillingness to 
play on the team unless the Navy ‘calls the 
plays.’ ”’ . 
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Tales of “South Pentagon” 


Top leaders of the Armed Services, 
guests at the winter dinner of The Grid- 
iron Club in Washington, saw and heard 
themselves portrayed in humorous skits 
produced by the members on 10 Dec. 

The skit lampooning the problems of 
the Armed Services took place on a simu- 
lated South Pacific Island titled “South 
Pentagon” to which Admiral Loujs E. 
Denfeld was pictured as havink been 
banished. The skit was entitled “Mutiny 
for the Bounty.” 

A member of the Navy’s now-dis- 
banded Operation 23, and Capt. John G. 
Crommelin, were shown cleaning up the 
island for Admiral Denfeld’s arrival 
when a native demanded Captain Crom- 
melin identify himself. Capt. Crommelin 
sang to the tune of “Hair of Gold”: 

“‘O, Stripes of gold, suit of blue, 
I’m a Navy man. 
In oceans grim or corridors dim 
You can call me Fancy Dan."’ 

He had no more than finished when a 
B-36 roared in with Defense Secretary 
Johnson, Navy Secretary Matthews, Air 
Force Secretary Symington and Air 
Force Chief of Staff Vandenberg, all of 
whom were present to view the skit. Con- 
tention burst out immediately as Gen. 
Vandenberg sang (to the music of “Rid- 
ers in the Sky”): 

‘‘We're from the mighty Air Force 
Not the Navy or Marinfes."’ 

The song assérted that “It pays to ad- 
vertise” and concluded with the refrain 
“Ghost Writers in the Sky.” 

Secretaries Symington and Matthews 
thought the island an awful spot,. but 
Secretary Johnson said “What does | it 
matter? You’re with me, aren’t you?” 

Then to the tune of “A Wonderful 
Guy,” he sang: 

“‘All by myself I am the whole Army 

I'm the Navy and Air Force, too 

I nod my head and the Congress plays dead 

And I now have the White House in view."’

UST as it has long been recognized that the land and sea transportation systems— 
J railroads, highways, and merchant marine—are vital elements of the military 
potentials of a nation, so must increasing thought be given to the importance of 
the regular established passenger and cargo air lines as part of the air power of 
a country. In a highly informative address to an audience of mechanical, aeronau- 
tical and automotive engineers in New York recently, Maj. Gen. William H. Tunner, 
USAF, dwelt on the important role of air cargo transportation in- our National 
Security. General Tunner pointed out that if as much as five per cent of our air 
transportable cargo were actually carried by afr, it would require the active daily 
use of large numbers of commercial cargo airtraft whose yearly replacement would 
sustain a healthy aircraft manufacturing industry and whose existence would insure 
an adequate force of air transport in being. The development and growth of commer- 
cial air lines deserve the thoughtful attention of all concerned in the Nation’s 
Security. Over many years, we have permitted our sea going merchant marine to 
decline in times of peace so that feverish and expensive rebuilding were necessary 
to meet our war needs. We should not have to do this again, either for the Merchant 
Marine nor for air transportation. 


HE decision to resume the Army War College courses will be welcomed by all 

who are interested in the thorough education of our military leaders. When the 
War College was closed three years ago it was succeeded by the National War Col- 
lege, but this fine new institution for the study of international military and political 
problems does not provide the specialized training needed for Army high command. 
It was an extension, but not a substitute for the courses of its predecessor. An Edu- 
cation Board recently found there was a gap in the professional training of senior 
Army leaders that required the restoration of the Army War College. The courses 
given at branch Service schools are somewhat comparable,to undergraduate work at 
civilian colleges. The instruction at the Command and General Staff College may be 
regarded as graduate work sufficient for a master’s degree in military science, if the 
Army had authority to confer such a degree. That leaves a requirement for courses 
which would lead to the equivalent of a doctor’s degree. This need was formerly met 
in a highly satisfactory manner by the Army War College. It is good to know that this 
requirement will again be filled. Perhaps, the prestige and importance of the ad- 
vanced schools of the educational systems of the Army, Navy and Air Force and the 
Department of Defense would be enhanced in the view of the public if the conferring 
of masters’ and doctors’ degrees in military science were authorized. Service academies 
were authorized by Congress some years ago to confer the degree of Bachelor of 
Science. It would be logical to extend this authorization to the granting of higher 
degrees by the more important schools of our military education system. We will 
never have in peacetime a Military Establishment large enough to provide sufficient 
practical field training for commanders and staffs of major units so essential in 
modern combat. Theoretical training of a very practical nature was provided at the 
Army and Navy War colleges. This training brought success to American arms in all 
of the great campaigns of the recent war. Such training is a vital necessity for the 
commanders of the future. 


HE commissioning this week at Norfolk by the Navy of the new anti-submarine 

vessel, the destroyer Carpenter, is a significant development in the recent marked 
change in the pattern of sea warfare. The Carpenter and a sister ship, the Robert 
A. Owens, commissioned last month, are experimental craft, specially designed to 
fight the snorkel submarine. They are fast, tiny vessels of about 2,400 tons, 390 feet 
long, and with a speed in excess of 30 knots. Their appearance is much the same as 
that of a conventional destroyer, but they have peculiar, secret equipment, believed 
to be highly effective in detecting, tracking and destroying the elusive snorkel. This 
gnerkel or breather type of subsurface craft, developed by the Germans during 
World War IJ, is now standard in our own and other navies. The Russians, utilizing 
German teehnicians, are reported to have built many such vessels. They have ex- 
tremety long range, and with powerful diesel engines can operate at high under-water 
speeds, and can remain submerged for almost unlimited periods. Only the small tip 
of the anorkel or breather tube rides on the surface, making detection extremely 
@ifficult either visually or by radar. Our new anti-submarine destroyers, with their 
secret equipment, will be tested against snorkels under simulated combat conditions 
early next year. If these new craft are found to provide the answer to the snorkel 
menace they will form the nucleus of a hunter-killer fleet that can probe the seas 
for the assassins of the deep. Their success would add immeasurably to our national

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Retired Pay 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

The inequity of the new pay bill, as 
against officers retired for physical disa- 
bility, is illustrated by the cases of three 
retired Army officers living nearby. 

Major General A and Colonel B retired 
on thirty years’ service shortly before 
Pearl Harbor; both made unavailing ef- 
forts to get active duty in World War II. 

Major C was retired for physical disa- 
bility in 1945; he lost a leg in combat. The 
Major had over fifteen years’ service when 
retired; he is married and has two chil- 
dren in high school. He has been unable 
to get civilian employment; he is 41 and 
hard-up. 

General A and Colonel B were well off 
before the new pay bill went into effect; 
their children educated, and either mar- 
ried or self-supporting. A grateful Gov- 
ernment has now raised the General’s 
retired pay from $550 to $716 a month, 
and the Colonel’s from $413 to $524 a 
month. 

Major C’s retired pay of $258 a month 
was not raised because his disability is 
only fifty per cent. Had the doctors not 
been able to save the Major’s right arm, 
he would have qualified for a raise of $84 
a month, because then his disability 
would be at least seventy-five per cent. 

That is the way the law reads, as passed 
by the duly elected representatives of the 
American people.

Temporary Rank 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 


Many of we younger officers, and I 
mean by years of age and not years of 
service, received our temporary rank for 
performance of duty in actual combat. 
This is supposed to be the goal of all 
peacetime training. We received promo- 
tions for the leadership we exerted in 
getting men to go out and face death, 
for personal risk, and the willingness to 
accept responsibility and assume the 
larger job. It was our understanding that 
the new promotion system would get 
away from the old time-in-grade method 
of promotion and that the new system 
would endeavor to promote younger offi- 
cers who had shown promise in combat 
to positions of higher responsibility. But 
what did we find at the end of the war? 
We found that officers who had held less 
responsibility than that needed on the 
field of battle and who had less actual 
service were integrated and promoted 
based upon age to positions higher than 
they had performed or had been deemed 
suitable to fill during the war. 

I am against any reduction in tempo- 
rary grade until the Department of the 
Army recognizes the value of those who 
are willing to accept combat troop lead- 
ership and .grants an equivalent pro- 
motion policy based upon actual service 
and combat performance as well as a 





promotion policy based upon age alone.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The completion, for all practical purposes, of the Communist 
conquest of continental China, poses a difficult question for our State Department. 
The problem is whether to extend reluctant de facto recognition to the victorious 
Reds, or to increase our support, thus far ineffective, of the collapsing nationalists. 
The third alternative, apparently favored in official circles, would be to do nothing, 
and wait for the “dust to settle.” 

There is now little or no remaining organized opposition to the Red regime 
on the Chinese mainland. Chengtu, the latest nationalist capital, was abandoned 
almost before it became even a nominal seat of government. Nationalist troops in 
Yunnan province turned their hats upside down, and by this simple symbolism 
became Communist soldiers. The remaining nationalist fighters, some of doubtful 
loyalty, have withdrawn to the western hills to form the nucleus of an anti-Red 
resistance movement. 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek and the remnants of the nationalist government, 
as well as some of his best troops, are organizing the final anti-Communist redoubt 
on the island of Formosa. Mines have been sown along the sea*approaches to the 
island, and naval, air and ground forces are guarding against a Red invasion. 

Under normal circumstances Formosa could be held indefinitely, particularly 
against a foe almost completely lacking in naval and air strength. However, Chiang’s 
forces are dispirited. In recent engagements they have had little stomach for 
a pitched battle with the on-rushing, well-disciplined Reds. The debacle in Yunnan 
demonstrates how easy it is for the Communists to infiltrate nationalist troop 
formations and spread devastating disaffection. 

Furthermore, the people of Formosa have no patriotic fervor for the nationalist 
cause. Though racially Chinese, and formerly a part of the old Chinese Empire, 
they were for a long time subjects of Japan. With their liberation at the close 
af hostilities of World War II they again came under Chinese rule which has 
proved extremely unpopular. The people regard Chiang’s officials as ruthless and 
despotic. Graft is reported to be rampant. Rather belatedly the nationalists are 
now instituting governmental reforms, with the purpose both of appeasing the 
matives and of courting favor with the western powers. 

Technically Formosa is still a part of the Japanese empire, awaiting final dis- 
position under the terms of the peace treaty still to be negotiated. Because of 
this it has been urged by members of Congress and others that the United States 
would be justified in using force to protect the island from Red invasion. Practically, 
formosa has again become a part of China, and the use of our military strength 
‘tto defend it would amount to direct intervention in the Chinese civil war. 

It would be extremely embarrassing for this country if Formosa were to be 
occupied by an unfriendJy government. It lies directly between Japan and the 
Philippines. In the event of hostilities it could serve as an air and submarine base 
for an enemy, and as such would gravely threaten our line of communications 
‘to our Far Eastern outposts. Recently our government has transferred two cruisers 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific fleet. Whether or not this transfer has any inter- 
national significance is a matter of conjecture. In any event there appears to be 
little immediate likelihood that our country will participate actively in the defense 
of Formosa against the Chinese Reds. 

While several western countries, notably Great Britain and France, are appar- 
ently preparing to recognize Red China, there is no probability of the United States 
joining in any such action. Not only are the people and the Congress strongly 
opposed, but the Reds, by their brutal treatment of American consular officials and 
other citizens, have forfeited any claim to consideration. American Consul General 
‘Angus Ward and his subordinates were only recently released after having been 
‘held for weeks in a Mukden jail on obviously trumped-up charges, and fed only 
‘read and water. Two American Service men, a sailor and a Marine, have been 
held by the Chinese Communists for more than a year, without being permitted 
‘to communicate with their families or with American officials. Protests from the 
State Department have been ignored. 

Two American officials of the Economic Cooperation Administration were re- 
‘leased this week by the Communists of Nerth Korea after having been held prisoner 
for several weeks, without being charged with any offense, and without any 
explanation of their detention. Both received little food and were suffering from 
‘undernourishment when repatriated. 

The United States has strongly protested the action of Bulgaria in attempting 
to involve Donald R. Heath, American minister at Sofia, in an espionage conspiracy 
with Traicho Kostov, former vice premier and Communist leader. Under Secretary 
of State James E. Webb bluntly informed Dr. Peter Voutov, Bulgarian charge 

‘Waffaires in Washington, that this country cannot ignore the completely false 
‘accusations against Mr. Heath or the unprecedented restrictions that have been 
‘placed on the American legation, which prevents it from carrying on its normal 
diplomatic functions. 

In the trial of Kostov, the Bulgarian government charged that in frequent 
conversations Kostov and Heath conspired against the Communist regime. Such 
charges, the State Department declares, are “demonstrably false,” pointing out 
that Mr. Heath has never exchanged a single word with Kostov, written or oral. 
A previous protest was ignored by Bulgaria, but it was followed by scurrilous 
attacks on the United States in the government-controlled Communist press of 
Bulgaria. Mr. Webb asked the Bulgarian envoy to inform his government immediately 
of the American position. There was an implied intimation that unless a satisfactory 
reply were promptly received there might be a severance of diplomatic relations, 

As one of its final acts, the General Assembly of the United Nations last week 
decided to place J alem under the Administrative control of the United Nations. 
This resolution was favored by the Arab states, the Soviet bloc and many of the 
smaller countries, but opposed by Great Britain and the United States. Both Hashemite 
Jordan, which controls old Jerusalem, and Israel, which rules the new city, 
emphatically oppose this action, which will make the enforcement of the resolution 
difficult and perhaps impracticable. If United Nations administration were limited 
to the holy places, sacred to Christian, Jew and Moslem, the opposition would be 
greatly lessened. 

Secretary of State Dean Acheson announced this week that normal diplomatic 
relations were being resumed by the United States with the Republic of Panama. 
The. iraegular assumption of power by President Arnulfo Arias as a result of a coup 
by the thief of police caused an interruption in these relations. The State Department 














emphasizes that the resumption of relations does not mean approval of the meang 
by which the new Arias government came into power.

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Home Building Up 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics this 
week announced that home building rec- 
ords were broken in November for the 
fifth consecutive month. During the 
month, construction of 93,000 dwelling 
units was started in urban communities. 

In the first 11 months of 1949 there 
were 937,100 dwellings started. This num- 
ber slightly exceeds the 937,000 begun in 
the entire record year of 1925. The sharp 
seasonal drop in construction usually ex- 
perienced at this time of year failed to 
develop during November. 

With home construction still continu- 
ing at a record rate during the first half 
of December, it seems certain that for 
the first time in the history of America 
more than a million housing units will 
have been begun in a single year. 

While serious shortages still persist in 
many sections of the country a general 
easing of the housing situation is being 
felt. This is reflected in increased opposi- 
tion by real estate dealers and property 
owners to any extension of Federal rent 
control beyond the present expiration 
date of 30 June 1950.

Upon his return from a three-week sur- 
vey of shipping in Europe and the United 
Kingdom, Senator Warren G. Magnuson 
(D-Wash.), chairman of the subcommittee 
on maritime affairs, remarked that prin- 
cipal European maritime nations are 
pressing their shipping programs to the 
fullest extent as contrasted with the 
limited efforts of the United States. 

“If we are going to have a merchant 
marine, we must do whatever is neces- 
sary to maintain one. It may mean con- 
struction and operating subsidies but it is 
good economics for us,” he stated. 

Senator Magnuson emphasized that he 
does not advocate that this country have 
the largest merchant marine, but rather 
that the United States should maintain 
a fleet capable of carrying at least 50% 
of the nation’s imports and exports. He 
noted that the United States had returned 
to the tramp trade after the war and 
held that the nation should stay in that 
business, offering shipping companies 
Government aid if necessary. Tramp ship- 
ping is a necessary supplement to liner 
services and should prove useful in trans- 
porting mineral ores which this country 
will require in the future, Sen. Magnuson 
added. 

Commenting on U. S.-flag passenger 
services, the Senate Subcommittee Chair- 
man stated that the vessels are invalu- 
able to national defense purposes in the 
event of an emergency. Asked for his 
views on revival of German and Japanese 
shipping, Sen. Magnuson replied that he 
was “definitely against” permitting these 
countries to rebuild their ocean-going 
merchant fleets, and suggested that we 
first examine the effects of such a revival 
on our own merchant shipping.

(sec. 411)— 

a. Any member or former member of the 
uniformed services heretofore retired by rea- 
son of physical disability and now receiving 
or entitled to receive retired or retirement 

ay; 
af b. Any former member of the Army hereto- 
fore granted or entitled to receive retirement 
pay for physical disability; and 

ec. Any member of the Army Nurse Corps 
or any person entitled to the rights, privi- 
leges, and benefits of members of the Army 
Nurse Corps retired for physical disability 
under the act of 20 June 1930, may elect 
within the 5-year period following the effec- 
tive date of title IV, to ‘‘A’’ (as used in sec. 
411 of the act) qualify for the retirement 
benefits provided by title IV and, dependent 
on his qualifications receive either disability 
retirement pay or disability severance pay 
as prescribed in that title; or “‘B’’ (as used 
in sec. 411 of the act) receive retired pay 
or retirement pay computed by one of the 
two methods contained in section 511 of the 
act (see par. 13). He may, however, continue 
receiving the same retired or retirement pay 
as he tis now receiving without doing any- 
thing under this act. 

8. In order for a member, who elects to re- 
ceive the benefits provided under “‘A’’ above, 
to qualify for disability retirement pay, his 
disability— 

a. Must not have been due to his intentional 
misconduct or willful neglect and must not 
have been incurred during a period of un- 
authorized absence of such member; 

b. At the time he was last retired or granted 
retirement pay, must have been 30 per centum 
or more (in accordance with the standard 
schedule of rating disabilities in current use 
by the Veterans’ Administration) or he must 
have completed at least 20 years of active 
service; 

c. Must have been the proximate result of 
the performance of active duty or such mem- 
ber must have completed at least 8 years of 
active service; provided, however, that if the 
disability was incurred in the line of duty 
during a period of active service in time of 
war or national emergency it will be con- 
sidered to be the proximate result of the per- 
formance of active duty. 

9. If the disability of a member who elects 
to receive benefits under ‘‘A’’ above (see par. 
D— 

a. Was less than 30 per cent and he had less 
than 20 years of active service, or 

b. Regardless of the percentage of disability 
if a member has served less than 8 years and 
the disability was not the proximate result 
of the performance of active duty, he will 
receive disability serverance pay. 

10. A member qualified to receive disability 
retirement pay shall receive such pay com- 
puted, as he elects, by multiplying an amount 
equal to the new monthly basic pay of the 
grade or rating which was held by him at the 
time of his retirement, by— 

a. A number equal to the number of years 
of his active service, multiplied by 2% per 
cent, or 

b. The percentage of his physical disability 
at the time of his retirement. 

However, the disability retirement pay of 
any such member who shall have held a 
temporary grade or rating higher than the 
grade or rating held by him at the time of 
his retirement, and who shall have served 
satisfactorily in such higher grade or rating 
as determined by the Secretary of the Army. 
shall be computed on the basis of the new 
monthly basic pay of such higher grade or 
rating to which he would have been entitled 
had he been serving on active duty in such 
higher grade or rating at the time of his re- 
tirement. 

11. A member qualified to receive disability 
severance pay shall be entitled to receive such 
pay computed as follows: An amount equal to 
2 months’ basic pay as provided by this act 
of the grade or rating held by such member 
at the time of his retirement and which such 
member would be entitled to receive at the 
time of his retirement if serving on active 
duty in such grade or rating, multiplied by 
a number equal to the number of years of 
his active service but not to exceed a total 
of 2 years’ basic pay. However, the disability 
severanee pay of any such member who shall 
have held a temporary grade or rating higher 
than the grade or rating held by him at the 
time of his retirement, and who shal) have 
served satisfactorily in such higher grade or 
rating as determined by the Secretary of the 
Army, shall be computed on the basis of the 
monthly basic pay of such higher grade or 
rating to which he would have been entitled 
had he been serving on active duty in such 
higher grade or rating at the time of his re- 
tirement. 

12. For the purpose of the computations 
under “‘A’’ above, the term ‘“‘active service’’ 
shall be interpreted to mean— 

a. For members of the Regular Army and 
for members of the Army Nurse Corps or 
any person entitled to rights, privileges, and 
benefits of members of the Army Narse Corps, 
retired for disability, all service as a member 
of the uniformed services, or as a nurse, or as 
a contract nurse prior to 2 February 1901, or 
as a Reserve nurse subsequent to that date, 








or as a contract surgeon, or as a contract 
dental surgeon, or as an acting dental sur- 
geon, or as a veterinarian in the Quarter- 
master Department, Cavalry. or Field Ar- 
tillery, or as an Army field cierk or as a field 
clerk, Army Quartermaster Corps, while on 
the active list or on active duty or while 
participating in full-time training or other 
full-time duty provided for or authorized in 
the National Defense Act, or in other pro- 
visions of law, or all service which such mem- 
ber or former member had or is deemed to 
have pursuant to law for the purpose of 
separation or mandatory elimination from the 
active list; 

b. For any former member of the Army 
heretofore granted or entitled to receive re- 
tiremént pay for physical disability (Reserve 
compoérients), that service which is equal to 
the number of years which would be used by 
such member or former member as a multi- 
plier in the computation of his retired pay 
pursuant to section 303 of the Army and Air 
Force Vitalization and Retirement Equaliza- 
tion Act of 1948, 

13. A member, who elects to receive the 
benefits provided by ‘‘B’’ above (see par. 7), 
shall be entitled to receive retired pay or 
retirement pay in the amount whichever is 
the greater, computed by one of the following 
methods: 

a. The monthly retired pay or retirement 
pay in the amount authorized for such mem- 
ber or former member by provisions of law 
in effect on the day immediately preceding 
the date of enactment of this act, or 

b. Monthly retired pay or retirement pay 
equal to 2% per cent of the monthly basic 
pay of the highest federally recognized grade 
or rating satisfactorily held by him, as de- 
termined by the Secretary of the Army, and 
which such member would be entitled to re- 
ceive if serving on active duty in such grade 
or rating, multiplied by the number of years 
of active service creditable to him. 

14. For the purpose of the computations 
under “‘B’’ above, the term ‘‘active service’’ 
does not have the meaning given to it under 
“‘A’’ but shall be interpreted to mean all serv- 
ice as a member or as a former member of 
the uniformed services, or as a nurse, or as 
a contract nurse prior to 2 February 1901, 
or as a Reserve nurse subsequent to 2 Feb- 
ruary 1901, or as a contract surgeon, or as a 
contract dental surgeon, or as an acting den- 
tal surgeon, or as a veterinarian in the 
Quartermaster Department, Cavalry, or Field 
Artillery, or as an Army field clerk or as a 
field clerk, Army Quartermaster Corps, while 
on the active list or on active duty or while 
participating in full time training or other 
full time duty provided for or authorized in 
the National Defense Act, or in other pro- 
visions of law. However, enlisted persons or 
former enlisted persons of the Regular Army 
who have been transferred prior to the effec- 
tive date of this act to the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps and placed on the retired list of the 
Regular Army, shall not be entitled to have 
their retired pay computed on the basis of the 
highest officer or warrant officer grade held 
by them as authorized by this act until they 
have completed 30 years of service, to include 
the sum of their active service, and their 
service on the retired list. 

15. Determination of the percentage of dis- 
ability shall be based upon the disability of 
a member or former member as of the time he 
was last retired or as of the time he was 
granted retirement pay, as the case may be, 
and the percentage of such disability will be 
determined in accordance with the standard 
schedule of rating disabilities in current use 
by the Veterans’ Administration. The per- 
centage of disability will be determined by 
a disability review board through the evalua- 
tion of all pertinent information available 
pertaining to such disability. However, no 
physical examination will be required. 

16. In no case shall retired or retirement 
pay exceed 75 per cent of the monthly basic 
pay upon which the computation is based. 

17. That part of the disability retirement 
pay computed on the basis of years of active 
service which is in excess of the disability 
retirement pay that a member would receive 
if such disability pay were computed on the 
basis of percentage of disability shall not be 
deemed to be a pension, annuity, or similar 
allowance for personal injuries or sickness 
resulting from active service in the armed 
service in the armed forces of any country 
within the meaning of section 22 (b) (5) of 
the Internal Revenue Code, as amended and 
thus is taxable. 

18. All members of the Reserve components 
heretofore or hereafter retired or granted re- 
tirement pay because of physical disability 
shall be entitled to the same pay, rights, 
benefits, and privileges provided by law or 
regulation for retired members of the Regu- 
lar Army. 

Ill. Savings Provisions Applying to Retired 
Personnel 

19. Any member or former member of the 
uniformed services or any person entitled to 
the rights, benefits, and privileges of a mem- 
ber or former member of the uniformed serv- 
ices, including any person entitled to the 
benefits provided in the act of 7 May 1948 
(62 Stat. 211) (Retirement Benefits—Army 
and Navy Nurse Corps), who on the date of 
enactment of this act, is receiving or is en- 
titled to receive retired or retirement pay 
pursuant to any provision of law, shall, not- 
withstanding the provisions of this act, be 
entitled to continue to receive or shall con- 





tinue his entitlement to receive that retired 
or retirement pay which such member or 
former member is entitled to receive under 
any provision of law in effect on the day pre- 
ceding date of enactment of this act. 

20. Any provision of law which, on the date 
of enactment of this act, entitles any person 
to be retired, to receive pay, retired pay, 
retirement pay, or other monetary benefit, 
and which is directly repealed, impliedly re- 
pealed, or amended by the provisions of this 
act, shall, if the entitlement of such person 
to such retirement, pay, retired pay, retire- 
ment pay, or other monetary benefit is saved 
by the provisions of this act, be continued in 
full force and effect for such entitlement and 
for such a time as such entitlement may exist. 

IV. Application for Increased Benefits 
Under Career Compensation Act of 1949 

21. Members of the Army heretofore retired 
for reasons other than physical disability 
and members of the Army Nurse Corps here- 
tofore retired under the act of 13 May 1926, 
will automatically receive any additional pay 
to which they may be entitled under this act. 

22. Members or former members of the 
Army heretofore retired or certified to the 
Veterans’ Administration for retirement pay 
benefits by reason of physical disability and 
members of the Army Nurse Corps heretofore 
retired for disability under the act of 20 June 
1930, may make letter application to The 
Adjutant General, Washington 25, D. C., for 
information concerning their eligibility for 
increased pay benefits as indicated above. 
This application will not be considered an 
election to receive retirement benefits as pro- 
vided by this act. No formal application will 
be printed for the purpose of making this 
inquiry. Individuals may elect, within the 
5-year period following the effective date of 
this act, the provisions under which they are 
to receive benefits for which they qualify. 

Vv. Post Exchange and Commissary Priv- 
ileges 

23. Cash sales at Army commissaries and 
exchanges may be made to military personnel 
on the active or retired list and to members 
of their dependent families, upon written au- 
thority of the post, camp, or station com- 
mander. 

24. Purchasing privileges at commissaries 
and post exchanges are extended to the fol- 
lowing personnel: 

a. Privileges are extended to honorably dis- 
charged veterans of the Army services who 
are totally disabled, and who are receiving 
medical care and treatment in a hospital or 
in a private domicile, through the Veterans’ 
Administration, while undergoing such treat- 
ment (previously limited to those in in- 
patient status). 

b. Privileges are extended to unremarried 
widows of active and retired personnel of the 
Army, Navy, Air Force, Marine Corps, and 
Coast Guard. 

c. The category of retired personnel is ex- 
panded to include non-Regular personnel of 
the Army and Air Force retired for disability 
and certified to the Veterans’ Administration, 
and non-Regular personnel retired under the 
Army and Air Force Vitalization and Retire- 
ment Equalization Act of 1948. 

VI. Medical Care and Hospitalization 

25.Until such time as appropriate regula- 
tions concerning medical care and hospitaliza- 
tion are promulgated by the President, medi- 
cal service will continue as provided by the 
current policies in effect.
